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THE HARRIS STANDARD FIRE ESCAPE is constructed of three, especially made, cold 
drawn steel galvanized wire cables to which are attached by safety spring indentations, hollow steel 
copper plated rungs, fifteen inches in length, placed twelve inches apart. 

The cables are secured at the top by a specially constructed steel ring with outside cable continu- 
ous. The Harris Escape is tested to two thousand five hundred pounds, and is compactly wound upon 
a reel which is enclosed in an oxidized metallic case. The fastening is securely made by four, two- 
inch steel screws, in the window sill or upon the base board. 

THE HARRIS FIRE ESCAPE when thrown from a window provides a ladder reaching to the 
ground, so that immediate entrance may be made from outside and distance given to a child or help- 
less person in a burning apartment before the arrival of firemen. In this respect it is superior to any 
exterior iron escape which under the law may be fourteen feet from the ground and beyond reach. 

THE HARRIS FIRE ESCAPE, reaching to the ground, permits the descent of a person from 
an apartment without lifting and arranging a heavy iron ladder often rusted or frozen in place, or 
which may be beyond the strength of the person desiring to descend. 

THE HARRIS FIRE ESCAPE may be drawn to one side of a burning window, which would 
prevent a fe descent upon an iron fire escape or stationary vertical ladder.
